Have  Interest  But  No  Property 


Asian  Americans 
Focus  of  PBS  Film

A  low-income  housing  project  that 
was  supposed  to  begin  construc¬ 
tion  in  Chinatown  nearly  two 
years  ago  went  nowhere  until  late 
October  of  2006. 

That  was  when  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the 
city's  development  arm  overseeing 
the  proposal,  issued  a  so-called 
"request  for  interest,"  seeking 
developers  and  property  owners  to 


build  up  to  30  units  of  single-room 
occupancy  housing. 

The  deadline  for  developer's 
responses  was  December  12,  2006. 

Now,  three  developers  who 
specialize  in  constructing  single¬ 
room  occupancy  housing  have 
expressed  interest  in  taking  on  the 
project,  but  none  of  them  owns 
any  property  in  Chinatown  to 
develop. 

Though  a  $650,000  fund  had

New  Director  Leads 
Chinatown  Agency  at 
Time  of  Growth

When  Elaine  Ng  was  a  young 
girl  in  the  mid-1970s,  she  would 
look  out  the  window  of  her  fami¬ 
ly's  apartment  in  Chinatown  and 
watch  the  trucks  and  hardhats  as 
they  constructed  the  new  Josiah 
Quincy  School  building. 

As  she  observed  the  progress, 
she  would  grow  more  and  more 
excited  about  the  new  communi¬ 
ty  center  that  would  house  not 
only  a  school,  but  a  swimming 
pool,  gymnasium,  and  the 
Quincy  School  Community 
Council,  a  community  group 
that  would  later  evolve  into  a 
social-service  nonprofit.  The 
building  would  replace  the  his¬ 
toric,  but  small  and  aging,  Josiah 
Quincy  School  at  90  Tyler  St., 
where  Ng  received  her  primary 
education. 

"It  was  so  cool  because  you 
could  see  this  huge  building  and 
hear  all  these  rumors  that  there 
would  be  three  swimming  pools 
and  five  playgrounds,"  recalled 
Ng. 

But  just  months  away  from 
the  school's  scheduled  opening.

her  parents  broke  some  bad 
news.  "We're  moving,"  they  told 
her.  "I  think  I  cried,"  she  said. 

But  Ng  would  be  back  —  in 
more  important  roles  than  she 
could  have  ever  imagined. 

Her  first  visit  was  after  her 
family's  move  to  their  new  home 
in  Roslindale.  Ng  would  hang 
out  at  the  Quincy  School's  new 


gym.  Later,  she  volunteered  at 
Chinatown  nonprofits,  and  dur¬ 
ing  her  senior  year  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts, 
where  she  had  studied  English 
and  Asian  American  studies,  she 
began  working  at  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council,  now 
known  as  the  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center.  She  was 
charged  with  forming  the  coun¬ 
cil's  youth  center. 

She  ended  up  staying  with 
the  agency  for  13  years.  Last 
month,  Ng  was  named  the  non¬ 
profit's  executive  director. 

The  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center  traces  its 
roots  back  to  1969  when  local 
activists  and  residents  first 
founded  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council  to  influence 
the  design  of  the  new  Quincy 
School  building,  which  was 
designed  to  serve  Chinatown, 

Bay  Village  and  parts  of  the 
South  End.  But  over  the  last  few 
decades,  the  community  coun¬ 
cil's  role  changed  and  grew, 
adding  programs  that  serve 
preschoolers,  teens,  and  adult 
immigrants  in  need  of  English 
education.  It  also  began  provid¬ 
ing  recreational  activities  and 
summer  programs.  On  a  total 
operating  budget  of  $3.9  million,

He 
looks  nearly  as  young  as  the 
teens  and  college  students  with 
whom  he  works  in  the  church's 
youth  ministry. 

Nope,  this  Lego  Star  Wars- 
playing,  folk  singing,  31-year- 
old  does  not  appear  to  be  your 
typical  religious  leader. 

Yet  Liao,  who  was  ordained 
on  November  18,  serves  as  the 
newest  assistant  pastor  at  the 
Boston  Chinese  Evangelical 
Church,  a  45-year-old  multi-lin¬ 
gual  church  serving  more  than 
1,000  worshippers  every

Vietnamese  Immigrant  Awarded 
$230K  in  Discrimination  Lawsuit

An  Ohio-based  chemical  compa¬ 
ny  has  agreed  to  pay  $230,000  to 
a  Vietnamese  immigrant  who 
worked  at  the  company's 
Wilmington,  Mass.,  facility  to 
settle  a  discrimination  lawsuit. 

True  La,  who  is  of 
Vietnamese  and  Chinese 
descent,  alleged  that  while 
working  at  Noveon,  coworkers 
mocked  his  Vietnamese  accent, 
called  him  names  such  as  "little 
Chinese,"  sabotaged  his  work  by 
contaminating  his  chemical  mix¬ 
tures,  and  once  picked  him  up 
and  threatened  to  throw  him  in 
a  garbage  can. 

His  supervisors,  as  well  as 
personnel  in  human  resources, 
did  nothing  to  help  La,  whom 
Noveon  allegedly  retaliated 
against  because  of  his  com¬ 
plaints  of  discrimination. 

The  U.S.  Equal  Employment 


Opportunity  Commission  sued 
the  chemical  company  on 
September  27,  accusing  it  of 
racial  discrimination,  harass¬ 
ment,  and  of  firing  a  coworker 
who  stood  up  for  La. 

Noveon  is  a  wholly-owned 
subsidiary  of  The  Lubrizol 
Corporation,  the  defendant 
named  in  the  settlement. 

According  to  the  settlement, 
Lubrizol  agreed  to  pay  $230,000 
to  La  for  "damages  and  alleged 
emotional  pain  and  suffering" 
and  $70,000  to  La's  lawyer, 
Mitchell  J.  Notis.  The  company 
also  agreed  to  pay  $84,000  to  for¬ 
mer  Noveon  employee  Michael 
Richer,  who  was  allegedly 
demoted  and  fired  for  opposing 
and  confirming  La's  harassment. 

Lubrizol  also  agreed  to  pro¬ 
vide  additional  training  and 
employment  notices  to  help  pre¬ 
vent  future  racially-based  dis¬ 
crimination  and  harassment. 


Violent  Crimes  Hit 
During  the  Holidays 


Murder,  Bank  Robbery, 
and  Several  Assaults 
Over  the  Holidays

The  days  around  Christmas  and 
New  Year's  were  marred  in 
Chinatown  by  several  assaults, 
shootings,  robberies,  and  one 
homicide. 

The  most  violent  crime 
occurred  on  the  late  afternoon  of 
New  Year's  Eve,  when  20-year- 
old  Hyde  Park  resident 
Cushings  Fortuna  was  shot 
dead  near  South  Station,  just 
blocks  away  from  the 
Chinatown  Gate.  Police  say  they 
arrested  a  suspect,  20-year-old 
Sean  Evelyn  of  New  Hampshire, 
who  was  arraigned  in  Boston 
Municipal  Court  earlier  this 


week. 

That  minder  followed  at 
least  two  other  non-fatal  shoot¬ 
ings,  including  one  of  a  13-year 
old  boy  from  Lynn  who  was 
shot  in  the  leg  near  Washington 
and  Oak  Streets.  No  suspect  has 
been  identified  in  the  shooting,

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Bad  Luck  for  Bank  During  Christmas

It  was  an  unlucky 
Christmas  season  for  two 
Sovereign  Bank  branches  a 
block  away  from  each 
other  in  Chinatown. 

Police  reported  that  on 
December  20  at  9:53  a.m.,  a 
white  man  wearing  a  lime- 
colored  coat  and  a  baseball 
cap  robbed  the  Sovereign 
Bank  on  Kneeland  Street. 
The  man  approached  a 
teller  and  said:  "Gimme  a 
stack  of  100s,  no  dye 
packs,"  said  a  spokes¬ 
woman  for  the  Boston 
Police  Department.  The 
man,  who  apparently  had 
no  weapon  and  looked  to 
be  in  his  60s,  demanded 
the  teller  not  call  the  police 
as  he  took  approximately 
$10,000,  said  the 
spokesperson,  who 
described  the  incident  as 
"very  peaceful." 

The  suspect  fled  down 
Kneeland,  towards  South 


Station. 

A  block  away  from  the 
bank,  the  Sovereign  branch 
at  Beach  Street  and 
Harrison  Avenue  was  bro¬ 
ken  into  four  days  later, 
but  nothing  was  taken. 

According  to  police, 
someone  smashed  a  large 
window  on  the  side  of  the 
bank  before  3  a.m.  on 
Christmas  Eve.  A  "good 
Samaritan"  stood  guard 
until  police  arrived  with 
canines  to  search  the  bank, 
said  the  police  spokesper¬ 
son. 

The  window  that  was 
shattered  belonged  to  the 
office  of  Betty  Chan,  vice 
president  of  the  Sovereign 
Bank  at  61  Harrison  Ave. 

"I  came  back  from 
Christmas  and  my  desk 
was  covered  with  dia¬ 
monds,"  said  Chan,  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  glass  chips  scat¬ 
tered  through  out  her 
office. 

She  repeatedly  said. 


however,  that  no  one 
entered  the  building  and 
that  nothing  was  taken. 

"Even  if  they  would 
have  gotten  in,  they  would 
not  have  gotten  anything 
valuable,"  she  said, 
because  everything  was 
stored  in  the  vault.  "The 
branch  is  secure  and  every¬ 
thing  is  safe  and  sound." 

This  isn't  the  first  time 
such  incidents  have 
occurred  at  Chinatown 
banks,  and  they  weren't 
the  only  ones  to  occur  dur¬ 
ing  December.  Police  say 
two  banks  near  Chinatown 
were  robbed  last  month. 

Other  robberies  in 
recent  years  include  one  on 
December  23,  2005,  when 
police  arrested  a  man 
attempting  to  scam  the 
Sovereign  Bank  at 
Kneeland  Street  by 
depositing  bogus  money  in 
an  ATM  machine  and  then 
attempting  to  withdraw 
$9,000. 


Later,  on  May  3,  2006,  a 
man  wearing  a  firefighter 
helmet  and  jacket  robbed 
the  Bank  of  America 
branch  at  710  Washington 
St.  of  "an  undisclosed 
amount  of  U.S.  currency." 

Chan  said  she  feels 
Chinatown  needs  more 
police  patrols  during  the 
late  night  hours. 

"Who  hangs  out  in 
Chinatown. ..between  2 
a.m.  and  5  a.m.?"  she  said. 
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Quincy  Upper  School  Vandalized 


The  Quincy  Upper  School 
on  Washington  Street  was 
vandalized  on  the  evening 
of  December  10  by  an 
unknown  person  or  persons 
who  forced  open  a  window, 
went  inside,  and  poured  oil 
on  computers  and  televi¬ 
sions. 

"They  didn't  take  any¬ 
thing,"  said  headmaster  Bak 
Fun  Wong,  who  said  that 


the  students  were  "very 
unhappy"  about  the  inci¬ 
dent. 

He  said  it  appears  that 
the  vandal  was  familiar 
with  the  school  building 
prior  to  breaking  in. 

Wong  said  it  was  the 
first  time  that  the  school 
had  been  broken  into  and 
vandalized  since  it  opened  < 
in  1999.  -Adam  Smith

Holiday  Crimes  Hit  Chinatown 
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but  police  say  it  could  be 
connected  to  youth  gangs 
associated  with  the  Castle 
Square  apartment  complex 
in  the  South  End.  Police 
described  the  victim's 
injury  as  only  a  "flesh 
wound."  The  other  shooting 
involved  a  non-fatal  injury 
by  a  BB  gun. 

At  least  two  other  vio¬ 
lent  incidents  occurred  near 
Christmas  Day.  In  one  inci¬ 
dent,  a  man  was  attacked 
by  two  men  on  Christmas 
Eve  at  9:10  p.m.  while 
walking  near  Essex  Street 
and  Harrison  Avenue. 
According  to  police,  the 
man  was  approached  by  a 
suspect  who  asked  him  for 
a  cigarette.  While  the  victim 
told  the  man  that  he  didn't 
smoke,  another  man  came 
up  from  behind  him  and 
punched  him  in  the  head. 


The  two  suspects  proceed¬ 
ed  to  rob  the  man  of  his 
wallet  and  then  fled  the 
scene.  In  the  other  assault,  a 
man  armed  with  a 
retractable  metal  baton  hit 
two  men  in  the  head  on 
December  23  at  2:19  a.m.  as 
they  left  Apollo  restaurant 
on  Harrison  Avenue.  Police 
have  no  suspect  yet. 

Other  New  Year's  Day 
crimes  include  a  robbery  at 
knife  point  at  2:15  a.m.  on 
La  Grange  Street  and  an 
assault  at  3:13  a.m.  at 
Kneeland  and  South 
Streets.  In  the  latter  inci¬ 
dent,  a  woman  said  that 
while  walking  down  the 
street  she  was  attacked  by 
an  unknown  man. 

Also  in  December,  three 
banks  --  one  in  Chinatown 
and  two  nearby  —  were 
robbed  (see  page  2  story: 
"Bad  Luck  for  Bank  During 


Christmas"). 

Despite  these  incidents, 
Boston  Police  Captain 
Bernard  O'Rourke,  who 
oversees  the  downtown 
area  of  Boston  including 
Chinatown,  said  that  crime 
in  December  was  "relatively 
manageable"  and  that 
police  made  a  total  of  34 
arrests  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood. 

In  one  of  those  arrests,  a 
victim  helped  police  by  tak¬ 
ing  matters  into  her  own 
hands.  When  a  man 
snatched  a  purse  belonging 
to  a  70-year-old  woman 
who  was  walking  near  Oak 
Street,  she  grabbed  it  back 
from  the  mugger. 

The  suspect  was  then 
caught  by  Tufts-New 
England  Medical  Center 
security  officials  and  was 
later  arrested  by  Boston 
Police.

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the  neighborhood  center 
annually  employs  a  staff  of 
100,  enlists  the  help  of  about 
150  volunteers,  and  serves 
more  than  4,000  people, 
including  many  Chinese 
immigrants  and  their  chil¬ 
dren. 

Ng's  appointment  comes 
during  a  time  of  expansion 
and  change  for  the  37-year- 
old  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center.  The 
agency  moved  into  its  new 
building  at  the  Metropolitan 
just  about  a  year-and-a-half 
ago,  consolidating  programs 
and  classes  from  six  loca¬ 
tions  to  two:  the  five-story 
tower  on  Ash  Street  and  the 
Josiah  Quincy  School. 
Around  the  same  time,  it 
completed  a  multi-million 
dollar  fundraising  campaign 
for  its  new  headquarters, 
and  in  2006  it  embarked  on 
a  five-year  strategic  plan. 
The  latter  is  where  Ng  will 
focus  her  attention  in  the 
coming  years. 

The  neighborhood  cen¬ 
ter's  strategic  plan  aims  to 
make  the  agency's  services 
more  complete,  holistic,  and 
"relevant"  to  new  and  old 
generations  of  Asian 
Americans  in 

Massachusetts.  The  agency 
no  longer  wants  to  serve  its 
clients  on  a  case-by-case 
basis  or  limit  its  program¬ 
ming  to  only  "core  services" 
such  as  English  as  a  Second 
Language  and  childcare. 

"Now  that  we  are  done 
with  getting  the  community 
center  open,  we  can  focus 
on  listening  to  what  the

Fung  Wah  Nearly 

Loses  Its  Wheels 

Fung  Wah,  a  discount  bus 
company,  could  be  issued 
another  federal  violation  -- 
this  time  for  failure  to  main¬ 
tain  equipment  —  after  one 
of  its  buses  en  route  from 
Boston  to  New  York  nearly 
lost  two  wheels  on  January 
3  around  7:40  a.m.,  say  state 
police. 

The  bus  driver  "experi¬ 
enced  a  strange  sensation  in 
the  rear  of  the  vehicle"  and 
he  pulled  the  vehicle  over 
into  the  Framingham  Travel 
Lodge  on  Route  90 
Westbound,  said 
Massachusetts  State  Police 
Sergeant  Robert  Bousquet. 
State  police  who  were  dis¬ 
patched  to  the  scene  discov¬ 
ered  that  two  right  rear  tan¬ 
dem  wheels  "had  severed 
themselves  from  the  vehi¬ 
cle,"  said  Bousquet.  Last 
year,  the  carrier  came  under 
state  and  federal  scrutiny 
after  one  of  the  buses  rolled 
over.  Also,  in  2005,  a  Fung 
Wah  bus  burst  into  flames 
while  passing  through 
Connecticut.  None  of  the 
three  incidents  caused  seri¬ 
ous  injuries.  The  bus  line 
offers  cheap  tickets  for  trav¬ 
el  between  Boston  to  New 
York.

community  needs  and  try¬ 
ing  to  fill  the  service  gaps," 
said  board  vice  president 
Annie  Chin  Louie. 

One  of  the  newest  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  neighborhood 
center  is  the  Family  Services 
program,  which  helps  coor¬ 
dinate  all  programs  at  the 
agency  —  for  example,  to 
ensure  that  teachers  and 
directors  know  that  a  parent 
who  is  taking  ESL  also  has  a 
child  in  the  after-school  pro¬ 
gram.  The  network  also 
offers  counseling  and  pre¬ 
ventive  and  mental  health 
services,  parent  workshops, 
family  support,  referral  and 
advocacy  services,  and 
assists  staff  members  who 
are  working  with  families 
facing  crisis. 

Last  year,  the  program 
hosted  a  forum  for  Chinese 
Americans  with  disabilities, 
which  Chin  Louie  said 
helped  shed  light  on  "so- 
called  taboo  issues  that  the 
community  has  not  been 
paying  attention  to."  The 
event,  said  Chin  Louie, 
helped  establish  a  support 
network  for  those  families. 

The  other  new  addition 
is  Sunshine  Saturdays, 
which  will  begin  on  January 
20  to  fulfill  the  cultural  com¬ 
ponent  of  the  strategic  plan. 
Led  in  part  by  local  spoken- 


word  artist  Giles  Li,  the  new 
Saturday  program  will  con¬ 
sist  of  courses  in  arts  and 
culture,  such  as  ballroom 
dancing,  jewelry  making, 
Chinese  calligraphy,  lion 
dance,  intensive  Mandarin 
classes  for  beginners,  and 
more. 

"It's  going  to  be  a  brand 
new  idea  for  BCNC,"  said 
Li.  "We  just  want  to  provide 
something  new  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  have  used  [our]  ser¬ 
vices,  and  to  draw  in  people 
who  are  like  me,  who  are 
not  from  Chinatown  neces¬ 
sarily,  but  still  want  to  have 
the  connection  to  the  com¬ 
munity." 

Ng  points  out  that  the 
292,000-person  Asian 
American  population  in 
Massachusetts  is  not  only 
growing  but  "evolving,"  and 
that  many  people  have  no 
need  for  English  education 
but  do  desire  some  connec¬ 
tion  to  their  heritage. 

"The  idea  is  to  remain 
solid  in  our  core  services, 
but  still  remain  relevant  to 
the  changing  needs  of  the 
community,"  said  Ng.  "You 
don't  want  to  lose  sight  of 
the  people  you  already 
serve.  So  you  grow  with 
them." 

In  many  ways,  Ng  her¬ 
self  reflects  the  changing 


population.  Her  parents  are 
both  immigrants  from 
China,  and  she  is  part  of  a 
generation  of  parents  who 
were  bom  here,  grew  up  in 
Chinatown,  and  want  to 
keep  hold  of  their  Chinese 
heritage. 

She  remembers  her  fami¬ 
ly's  first  apartment  on  Beach 
Street,  her  father's 
Chinatown  fish  shop,  hav¬ 
ing  to  go  to  New  York  City 
for  dim  sum,  and  the  many 
row  houses  that  once  lined 
the  neighborhood.  She  can 
even  list  off  old  Chinatown 
buildings  --  some  no  longer 
in  existence  —  that  were 
supposedly  haunted.  She 
also  recalls  being  one  of  the 
few  Chinese  Americans  in 
Roslindale  when  her  family 
first  moved  there,  and  that  a 
majority  of  Chinese 
Americans  in  Boston  used 
to  speak  Toisanese;  few 
spoke  English  as  a  first  lan¬ 
guage. 

Now,  she  said,  "there're 
people  who  are  native 
English  speakers  every¬ 
where  and  who  have  grown 
up  in  this  culture  --  people 
like  myself." 

She  said  that  the  Boston 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Center,  with  its  new  pro¬ 
grams,  can  better  draw  peo¬ 
ple  into  Chinatown,  a  place

where  most  of  the  state's 
Asian  Americans  do  not  live 
but  might  still  feel  a  strong 
connection  to. 

"Like  many  Asians  and 
Chinese  Americans,  even 
though  we  physically  didn't 
live  in  Chinatown, 
Chinatown  was  still  our 
neighborhood,"  she  said. 

"We  don't  want  to  lose 
that  cultural  piece  to  the 
community.  As  the  demo¬ 
graphics  change,  there's  a 
risk  that  [Chinatown] 
becomes  basically  just  a 
place  for  shopping,  a  mer¬ 
chant's  district.  But  Boston's 
Chinatown  has  a  rich  histo¬ 
ry.  And  we  want  to  be  able 
to  retain  that  and  pass  it  on 
to  future  generations  --  our 
children  and  our  children's 
children.  It's  part  of  our  his¬ 
tory.  A  good  way  to  do  that 
is  through  cultural  pro¬ 


gramming  and  things  that 
tie  it  back  to  today." 

David  Moy,  Ng's  prede¬ 
cessor  who  hired  her  to  lead 
the  agency's  youth  program 
13  years  ago,  said  he  is 
"delighted"  that  Ng  is  now 
leading  the  Boston 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Center. 

"What  has  always  struck 
me  was  her  commitment  to 
the  community,  youth  and 
families.  When  she  was 
hired  as  a  youth  director, 
she  showed  incredible  com¬ 
mitment,  energy  and  an 
open,  innovative  look  at 
how  youth  can  be  served  in 
the  community,"  said  Moy, 
who  directed  the  agency  for 
16  years  before  stepping 
down  last  year.  "I  am  totally 
convinced  that  she  is  just 
going  to  take  the  agency  on 
to  the  next  level."

Bom  in  Michigan  and 
raised  in  California,  Liao 
moved  to  Boston  in  July  of 
2001  to  work  at  the 
Chinatown-based  church. 

"It's  an  honor  to  be  serv¬ 
ing  in  Boston  and  at  this 
church,"  he  said. 

Liao  said  that  before  he 
and  his  wife  came  to 
Massachusetts,  they  weren't 
sure  where  they  would 
move,  just  that  they  were 
looking  to  go  to  another 
state. 

"To  kind  of  put  it  from  a 
Christian  perspective,  I  was 
open  to  going  wherever 
God  wants  me  to  serve 
him.... Most  people  don't 
leave  California;  they  go  to 
California,"  he  said. 


At  first,  Boston  looked  like 
a  tough  place  to  live  in 
because  of  the  housing 
costs,  he  said. 

"We  were  given  a 
Boston  Globe  to  take  home 
and  look  at  things  like  real 
estate.  And  then  [came]  the 
'real  estate  reality/  Those 
were  the  days  when  you 
had  to  bring  a  checkbook  to 
pay  the  first  month's  rent, 
the  realtor's  finder's  fee, 
and  the  deposit.  It  was  a  lit¬ 
tle  bit  discouraging,  like 
'Wow,  I  don't  think  we  can 
afford  to  live  in  Boston.'" 

When  he  began  calling 
to  look  at  apartments,  "lit¬ 
erally  half  of  them  had 
already  rented  out." 

He  struck  luck,  howev¬ 
er,  and  found  an  apartment 
that  was  affordable. 

Liao  said  he  was  drawn 
to  Massachusetts  partly 


because  there  are  relatively 
few  Protestants  and 
because  of  the  politics  of 
the  state. 

"A  lot  of  the  values  in 
Massachusetts  are  obvious¬ 
ly  at  odds  with  [Christian 
values].  People  say  that 
there's  a  lot  of  need  here  for 
more  pastors  and  ministers 
and  missionaries." 

"Massachusetts  has  a 
reputation  --  for  good  or  for 
bad  --  as  being  a  certain 
kind  of  state,"  he  said, 
referring  to  its  reputation 
as  "liberal." 

But,  he  said:  "I'm  defi¬ 
nitely  not  using  liberal  in 
any  pejorative  sense." 

"We  were  surprised; 
most  people  would  want  to 
stay  in  California.  Why 
would  you  want  to  come  to 
cold  Boston?"  said  Steve 
Chin,  a  longtime  pastor  at 


the  church. 

Chin  said  Liao  serves  as 
an  "intellectual"  addition  to 
the  church. 

"He  has  a  good  speak¬ 
ing  ability  and  he's  multi¬ 
talented.  He  plays  guitar 
and  other  instruments,  and 
he's  a  good  thinker,  good  at 
analyzing  issues,  and  he's 
insightful." 

Beverly  Wing,  a  long¬ 
time  member  of  The 
Chinatown  Coalition  where 
Liao  serves  as  a  co-chair, 
said  that  Liao,  along  with 
other  new  younger  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  neighborhood 
group,  bring  energy  to  the 
coalition. 

Liao  said  he  enjoys  serv¬ 
ing  on  the  coalition  and 
learning  about  what's  hap¬ 
pening  in  Chinatown.  He 
also  said  he  appreciates  the 
Chinatown  church's  urban 


location. 

"If  I'm  going  to  live  and 
serve  in  Boston,  I  want  to 
understand  more  about  it," 
said  Liao,  who  lives  in 
Medford  with  his  wife  and 
two  kids. 

Liao,  who  attended 
seminary  at  Talbot  School 
of  Theology,  said  that  he's 
been  religious  most  his  life. 
But  he  didn't  know  he 
wanted  to  become  a  pastor 
until  he  was  studying  at  the 
University  of  California  at 
Los  Angeles  where  he 
majored  in  religion  and 
philosophy. 

While  in  middle  school, 
he  said,  he  listened  to  a 
pastor  say  that  he  "loved" 
his  job. 

"I  seriously  was  bewil¬ 
dered  as  to  why  anyone 
would  want  a  job  where  all 
you  do  is  bore  people  for 


one  hour  a  week  on 
Sundays,"  he  said.  "But  I 
was  intrigued  by  that  state¬ 
ment,  so  I  asked  my  par¬ 
ents,  'Hey,  what  do  you 
think  of  me  becoming  a 
pastor?'" 

His  parents'  response: 
"You're  smart.  You  should 
earn  good  money  and  give 
money  to  the  church 
[instead  of  being  a  pastor]." 

Yet,  he  said,  when  he 
approached  them  again 
with  the  idea  while  in  col¬ 
lege,  they  supported  his 
ambitions. 

"I  would  say  that  I  was 
affirmed  by  my  parents;  it's 
not  very  'Chinese'  to  want 
your  kids  to  become  a  pas¬ 
tor.  They  typically  want 
you  to  have  an  easier  life, 
to  make  more  money  and 
stuff  like  that."

been  set  up  three  years  ago 
to  help  pay  for  the  housing's 
construction,  owning  a 
property  or  pairing  up  with 
a  property  owner  apparent¬ 
ly  is  a  prerequisite  to  taking 
on  the  proposal,  which  the 
BRA  is  obligated  to  oversee, 
according  to  a  January  2003 
lawsuit  settlement. 

According  to  the  settle¬ 
ment,  the  BRA  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  issue  a  request  for 
proposals  for  the  housing 
by  May  of  2003,  and  it  was 
supposed  to  "use  its  best 
efforts"  to  ensure  that  con¬ 
struction  on  the  project 
commenced  by  January  of 
2005.  Neither  deadline  was 
ever  met. 

Responding  to  the  BRA’s 
recent  request  for  interest 
were  three  nonprofit  devel¬ 


opers  known  in  Boston  for 
building  affordable  housing: 

Caritas  Communities, 
which  specializes  in  build¬ 
ing  single-room  occupancy 
units;  Pine  Street  Inn,  which 
provides  shelter  for  the 
homeless;  and  the 
Archdiocese  of  Boston’s 
Planning  Office  for  Urban 
Affairs,  which  specializes  in 
creating  housing  for  poor 
and  middle-income  families, 
the  homeless  and  elderly, 
and  people  with  HIV  and 
AIDS. 

"We  are  constantly  on 
the  lookout  for  properties," 
said  Shepley  Metcalf,  a 
spokesperson  for  the  Pine 
Street  Inn,  which  owns  400 
units  of  housing  in  Boston 
and  Brookline  and  has  a 
shelter  located  near 
Chinatown. 

"This  is  just  an  initial  'we 
are  interested,"'  said 


Metcalf.  "We  don't  currently 
own  any  property"  in 
Chinatown,  she  said. 

Caritas  Communities 
also  had  submitted  a  letter 
of  interest  for  the  project  in 
hopes  it  could  be  paired  up 
with  a  Chinatown  property 
owner  to  develop  the  hous¬ 
ing,  according  to  director 
Mark  Winkeller. 

"We  don't  have  a  piece 
of  property  that  we  own," 
said  Winkeller. 

Both  nonprofits  stressed 
their  history  of  providing 
low-income  housing  and 
the  demand  for  such  hous¬ 
ing  in  Boston. 

"This  kind  of  housing  is 
always  needed,"  said 
Winkeller. 

The  Archdiocese  of 
Boston's  Planning  Office  for 
Urban  Affairs  did  not  return 
phone  calls  from  the 
Sampan.  But  in  its  letter  of 


interest  to  the  BRA,  the 
office  said  that  it  "does  not 
have  a  site  identified  in 
Chinatown,"  but  that  it  is 
looking  for  such  property 
and  that  it  would  "like  to  be 
considered  part  of  a  devel¬ 
opment  team  should  a  par¬ 
cel^)  be  identified  by  the 
BRA." 

The  lawsuit  settlement 
from  which  the  affordable 
housing  proposal  originated 
followed  years  of  neighbor¬ 
hood  protest  over  a  30-story 
apartment  high-rise  propos¬ 
al,  formerly  called  Liberty 
Place  and  now  called 
Archstone  Boston  Common, 
at  Beach  and  Washington 
Streets.  In  a  final  attempt  to 
obstruct  the  construction  of 
the  tower,  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  and 
a  Chinatown  resident  sued 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
developer.  The  lawsuit  was 


settled  after  a  negotiation  in 
which  the  developer  and 
city  promised  purported 
public  benefits,  including 
the  creation  of  a  $650,000 
fund  by  the  high-rise's  then- 
co-developer,  W.  Kevin 
Fitzgerald,  to  help  pay  for 
the  new  low-income  hous¬ 
ing.  Archstone  Boston 
Common  has  since  been 
constructed  at  Beach  and 
Washington  Streets. 

But  constructing  the  pro¬ 
ject  with  only  the  $650,000 
"seed  money"  could  be  a 
difficult  task  for  a  developer 
that  does  not  already  own 
property  in  Chinatown.  The 
BRA  has  not  said  it  would 
provide  any  land  for  the 
project,  and  a  BRA  project 
manager  had  suggested  in 
November  that  constructing 
the  housing  as  part  of  a 
building  renovation  could 
cost  more  than  $3  million. 


Building  new  housing 
from  scratch  would  be  even 
more  costly. 

According  to  the  settle¬ 
ment  between  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  and 
the  city,  within  four  months 
of  its  signing  on  January  21, 
2003,  the  BRA  was  to  issue  a 
request  for  proposals  for  the 
housing.  The  agreement 
also  states  that  the  BRA  was 
to  "use  its  best  efforts"  to 
ensure  that  the  "construc¬ 
tion  of  the  project  com¬ 
mences  within  24  months"  — 
by  January  21  of  2005. 

The  BRA  and  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association  have  given  few 
specifics  as  to  why  the 
deadlines  for  constructing 
the  housing  were  missed, 
except  to  say  that  the  pro¬ 
gressive  association,  a  small 
nonprofit,  has  been  preoccu¬ 
pied  with  other  work.

Depression  Is  Common,  But  Treatable 


By  David  Lee 

Depression  is  a  common 
mental  disorder  character¬ 
ized  by  sadness,  loss  of 
interest  in  activities,  and 
decreased  energy.  The 
World  Health  Organization 
reports  that  an  estimated 
121  million  people  current¬ 
ly  suffer  from  depression. 
By  the  year  2020,  it  is  pre¬ 
dicted  that  depression  will 
be  the  second  largest  dis¬ 
ease  burden  in  the  world. 

Recent  studies  also 
show  that  depression  is 
prevalent  in  the  Asian 
American  population. 

Asian  American  women 
aged  15-24  and  Asian 
American  women  over  65 
have  the  highest  female 
suicide  mortality  rate 
among  women  across  all 
racial  and  ethnic  groups. 

Another  study  shows 
Chinese,  Filipino,  Japanese, 
and  Korean  immigrants 
consistently  report  higher 
numbers  of  depressive 
symptoms  than  whites. 

Depression  strikes  one 
in  four  women  and  one  in 
eight  men  sometime  dur¬ 
ing  their  lifetimes.  Yet  two 
out  of  three  of  them  don't 
get  treatment. 

Dr.  L.  K.  George  Hsu, 
director  of  the  Asian  psy¬ 
chiatry  program  at  Tufts- 
New  England  Medical 
Center,  cites  cultural  val¬ 
ues  regarding  health  care, 
availability  of  treatments, 
and  stigma  associated  with 
mental  illness  as  a  few  pos¬ 
sible  reasons  why  Asian 
Americans  are  the  least 
likely  to  seek  treatment 


across  all  racial  and  ethnic 
groups. 

So  how  do  you  know  if 
you  are  depressed? 

Depression  has  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  symptoms,  but  the 
most  common  are  a  deep 
feeling  of  sadness  or  loss  of 
interest  or  pleasure  in  life. 
Other  symptoms  include: 

I  Changes  in  appetite 
that  result  in  weight  losses 
or  gains  unrelated  to  diet¬ 
ing 

LI  Insomnia  or  oversleep¬ 
ing 

;|  Loss  of  energy  or 
increased  fatigue 
.  |  Restlessness  or  irritabil¬ 
ity 

31  Feelings  of  worthless¬ 
ness  or  guilt 

|  Difficulty  thinking,  con¬ 
centrating,  or  making  deci¬ 
sions 

0|  Thoughts  of  death  or 
suicide. 

Everyone  feels  sad  at 


times.  But  people  with 
depression  feel  bad  all  the 
time,  and  worse,  these  feel¬ 
ings  can  get  in  the  way  of 
everyday  life.  While  feel¬ 
ings  of  sadness  will  lessen 
with  time,  the  disorder  of 
depression  can  continue  for 
months,  even  years.  The 
good  news  is  that  depres¬ 
sion  is  very  treatable.  If 
you  think  you  or  a  family 
member  might  be 
depressed,  tell  your  doctor.

Wouldn't  that  be  interest¬ 
ing?" 

The  producer,  Sam  Chi, 
asked:  What  would  the 
show  be  about? 

"I  think  it  would  have  to 
be  life  experiences  that 
everyone  shares,"  she 
replied. 

In  that  one  conversation, 
the  idea  for  "My  Life... 
Disoriented,"  a  30-minute 
short  film  that  will  air  on 
WBGH  44  on  January  7, 
was  bom. 

In  PBS's  "My  Life," 
Quon  plays  Kimberlee 
Fung,  a  teenager  who  is  in 
the  process  of  sorting  out 
her  new  identity  at  a  new 
high  school  where  there  are 
very  few  other  Asians.  Her 
family,  including  her 
teenage  sister  Aimee  (Karin 
Anna  Cheung  of  "Better 
Luck  Tomorrow"),  has  just 
moved  from  San  Francisco 
to  Bakersfield,  California,  to 
be  with  their  grandparents. 
Kimberlee  gets  a  chance  to 
start  over  at  a  new  school 
where  she  has  a  shot  at 
making  friends  with  the 
"cool  kids"  while  Aimee, 
who  was  popular  back  in 
San  Francisco,  just  gets  sep¬ 
arated  from  her  boyfriend 
and  becomes  depressed. 
There's  more:  Their  half- 
Asian  cousin,  Phil  (Phil 
Young),  tries  to  hide  his 
mixed  identity  by  painting 
himself  Goth,  and  the  fami¬ 
ly  business  is  a  massage 
parlor  rumored  to  give 
"extras." 

Kimberlee' s  character  is 
loosely  based  on  Quan's  life 
as  a  teen.  She,  too,  moved 
from  San  Francisco  to 
Bakersfield. 

"I  was  the  only  full- 


Asian  girl  in  my  high 
school  and  that's  where  we 
got  that  idea,"  she  said. 
"Most  people  have  that 
similar  kind  of  experience" 

-  of  being  different  -  "and 
if  you  don't,  you  feel  that 
way  anyway." 

The  film's  writer,  Claire 
Yorita  Lee,  said  the  work  is 
not  meant  to  exclusively 
appeal  to  Asian  Americans, 
though  the  story  revolves 
around  an  Asian  family. 

"We  tried  to  make  it  as 
universal  as  possible,"  said 
Yorita  Lee.  "Everyone  went 
to  high  school,  and  every¬ 
one  has  a  family." 

Still,  they  felt  part  of 
their  mission  was  to  feature 
Asian  Americans  in  lead 
roles  and  show  that,  despite 
frequent  misrepresentations 
on  mainstream  television, 
everyone  struggles  to  fit  in, 
find  love,  and  get  along 
with  family,  no  matter  the 
race  or  ethnicity. 

"There's  not  really  a  lot 
of  representation  for  Asian 
Americans  on  television," 
said  Quon,  noting  that 
many  Asians  are  relegated 
to  roles  as  either  "foreign¬ 
ers"  or  to  roles  that  fit  too 
nicely  into  common  stereo¬ 
types. 

In  addition,  while  writ¬ 
ing  the  short,  which  is 
directed  and  produced  by 
Eric  Byler,  they  intentional¬ 
ly  included  Asian  American 
men  in  lead  roles,  said 
Yorita  Lee. 

"We  definitely  wanted  to 
have  Asian  American  men, 
and  one  that  could  be  a  love 
interest.  Because  I  think  that 
sometimes  people  think 
that... Asian  American  men 
can't  be  seen  as  love  inter¬ 
ests  or  sexy.  I  think  that's 
changing  now,  but  we  defi¬ 
nitely  wanted  to  have  Asian 


American  men  not  just  be 
the  dad  or  the  grandpa," 
said  Yorita  Lee. 

Quon,  who  also  is  exec¬ 
utive  producer  of  "My 
Life... Disoriented,"  said 
while  she's  thankful  PBS 
was  "brave  enough  to  give 
us  a  shot,"  the  goal  is  for 
the  film  to  become  one 
episode  in  a  series. 

Yet  she  and  Yorita  Lee 
said  they're  also  happy  just 
to  have  the  30-minute 
film  finally  broadcast  across 
the  U.S.  on  PBS's  film  series 
of  documentaries  and  dra¬ 
mas,  Independent  Lens. 

"In  the  beginning  I  was 
very  skeptical,"  said  Yorita 
Lee,  who  wasn't  sure  "My 
Life"  would  ever  be  aired. 
They  started  the  production 
with  only  a  small  grant  -- 
about  $11,000  —  from  ITVS 
(Independent  Television 
Service)  and  donations  from 
family,  and  at  one  point,  the 
feature  was  cut  from  an 
hour  to  30  minutes  because 
of  a  lack  of  money. 

"It  was  a  labor  of  love," 
said  Quon. 

Things  took  a  turn  for 
the  better,  however,  when 
the  group  presented  their 
first  scene  to  ITVS.  "They 
really  loved  it  and  they 
gave  us  a  huge  grant,"  said 
Yorita  Lee.  She  doesn't 
want  the  amount  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  grant  disclosed  to  the 
public,  but  indicated  it  was 
several  times  more  than  the 
first. 

They  appear  hopeful 
that  this  is  just  the  begin¬ 
ning  for  "My  Life." 

"We  have  a  lot  of  inter¬ 
est  from  the  networks,"  said 
Quon.
